TO 

Fiirther amend the Law relating to the occupation 
and ownership of Land in Ireland and for other 
purposes relating thereto. 

B e it enacted hy the King’s most Excellent Majesty, hy and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assemhled, 
and hy the authority of the same, as follows : — 


5 Part I. 

Land Purchase. 

Purchase and Pesale of Estates. 

1. — (1.) The owner of an estate may make an application in 
the prescribed form to the Land Commission, requesting them to 
qo state the price at which they are prepared to purchase the estate 
subject to the provisions and for the purposes of this Part of this 
Act. 

(2.) The Land Commi.ssion shall thereupon furnish the owner 
with a preliminary estimate of the price at which, in the opinion of 
15 the Commission, the purchase of the estate can be made. 

(3.) If the owner of the estate undertakes to sell it at a price 
agreed upon, and if -tenants of holdings on the estate to the 
extent of not less than three-fourths in number and rateable, value 
undertake to purchase from the Land Commission their holdings, 
20 or other designated parcels of land in lieu thereof, and if the 
Commission . are. of opinion that the resale of the estate can be 
effected without prospect .of loss, the Commipsiou may agree to 
purchase the. estate. . .. 

(4.). In the case of, an estate (in this Act referred to as “a 
25 congested estate ”). where not less than one half of the area consists 
[Bill 142.] ' A 
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A.D. 1902. of holdings not exceeding ten acres in area and jive pounds in 
rateable value, or of mountain or bog land, or not less than one 
quarter of the area is held in rundale or intermixed plots, if the 
Land Commission certify the Lord Lieutenant that the purchase 
and resale of the estate are desirable in vie-w of the wants and 
circumstances of the tenants thereon, then the condition in this 
section as to resale without prospect of loss may be relaxed with 
the consent of the Lord Lieutenant, and to such extent as he may, 
with the sanction of the Treasury, determine. 

Sales in 2. Where it appears to the Land Commission expedient to 

Land Jud-'e. proceedings witli a view to the purchase, for the purposes 

of this Part of this Act, of an estate to which subsection (1) of 
section forty of the Act of 1896 applies, the following provisions 
shall have effect : — 

(1.) The Land Judge may, at the request of the Land Commis- 
sion, cause the Commission to be furnished with such particulars 
and documents as they may require respecting the estate, 
including a schedule in the prescribed form of the tenancies 
thereon and a statement of the superior interests (if any) to 
which the estate is subject. 

(2.) The Laud Commission, after causing the estate to be 
inspected, may, subject to the provisions of the last pre- 
ceding section as to undertakings to purchase holdings and 
resale without prospect of loss, make an offer to the Land 
Judge for the purchase of the estate, or of any part thereof, 
discharged from all incumbrances and superior interests, and 
the offer shall contain the following particulars : — 

(ft.) The land comprised in the offer ; 

(6.) The rent and arrears of rent which are to be transferred 
to the Commission ; and 
(c.) The amount of the purchase money. 

(8.) The Land Judge, after giving such notice of the offer as 
he thinks fit and after giving all parties interested an 
opportunity of being heard, shall, as soon as practicable, 
unless the offer is in the meantime withdrawn, put up for 
public auction the land comprised therein subject to the 
conditions specified therein, and shall, unless he considers it 
unreasonable or unjust, having regard to the interests of any 
such party as aforesaid, sell the same to the highest bidder. 

(4.) At any such auction the Commission may, subject to the 
aforesaid provisions as to resale without prospect of loss, 
increase the amount of any offer previously made by them. 
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(6.) An order of the Land Judge declaring the Land Commission 
to be the purchasers of any land shall have the effect of an 
order vesting land in the Commission made by them under this 
Part of this Act. 

5 (6.) Where the Land Commission make an offer under this 

section for the purchase of an estate, the provisions of section 
forty of the Act of 1896 shall be suspended and shall not have 
effect in the case of that estate until and unless the offer is 
refused by the Land Judge or is withdrawn. 

jQ 3. The Land Commission may, subject to such conditions as 
the Treasury may impose, purchase any untenanted land which 
tlie Commission consider necessary for the purpose of facilitating 
the resale or redistribution of estates purchased or proposed to be 
purchased by them. 

15 4. — (1-) The Land Commission may, where an estate or 

imtenanted land is vested in them, do all or any of the following 
things : — 

[a.) Take such measures and execute such works as may appear 
expedient for the benefit or improvement of the estate or 
20 untenanted land ; 

[h.) Transfer any land, by sale under the Land Purchase Acts 
or otherwise, to trustees to hold for the benefit of purchasers 
from the Land Commission for the purposes of pasturage, 
turbary, or allotments, or the preservation of woods dr planta- 
25 tions, upon such terms and conditions as to payment of rent, 
user, and otherwise as the Land Commission may impose; 

(c.) Sell under the Land Purchase Acts — 

(i.) any holding on the estate to the tenant thereof ; 

(ii.) any parcel of the estate or untenanted land to any 
3 () person being at the date of the purchase of the estate the 

tenant of a holding on the estate or the owner of the estate ; 
and 

(iii.) any such parcel to any person being at the date of 
the purchase of tlie estate the tenant or proprietor, of a 
35 holding, not exceeding ton acres in area tmAJive pounds in 

rateable value, situate in the neighbourhood of the estate. 

(2.) Advances under the Land Purchase Acts on sales by the 
Land Commission under this section shall be subject to the 
limitations following : — 

40 (ft.) In the case of a tenant on the estate purchasing a holding 

or part of a holding of which lie was the tenant at the date of 
[142.] A 2 
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the vestiug; of the estate in the Land Commission, the advance 
shall be subject to the limitations' in section two of the 
Purchase of Land (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1888, as amended 
by this Act. 

(&.) In the case of the vendor of the estate purchasing a parcel 5 
of land, the amount of the advance shall not exceed a sum equal 
to one-fifth of the purchase money of the estate, and in any 
eventsball not exceed tcM thousand liounds. 

(£?.) In the case of a sale to trustees under the powers conferred 
by this section, the advance may be of such amount as the lo 
Treasury may sanction. 

(rf.) In all other cases the advance shall not, together with the 
amount (if any) then unpaid by the piu’ohaser of any previous 
advance imder the Land Purchase Acts, exceed jive hundred 
230unds. 15 

(3.) Provided that the Land Commission may sell any parcels of 
land which they cannot sell under the foregoing provisions of this 
section in such manner as they think fit, and may under the Lan.d 
Purchase Acts advance to any purchaser of any such parcel an 
amount not exceeding one half of the principal sum paid as the price. 20 

(4.) The Land Purchase Acte shall, subject to the provisions of 
this Act, apply to the sale of a parcel of land in pursuance of this 
section in like manner as if the same was a holding, and the 
purchaser was the tenant thereof at the time of his making the 
purchase. y 5 

(5,). Section two of the Purchase of Land (Ireland), No. 2, Act, 
1901 (which makes provision for the case of an advance to the 
proprietor of a holding), shall apply where an advance is made in 
pursuance of this Act. 

(6.) No guarantee deposit shall be made or retained in respect of 30 
an advance inade in pursuance of this section. 

(7.) Por the purpose of carrying this section into effect the Land 
Commission shall have all the powers for facilitating resales of land 
conferred on the Congested Districts Board by sections one and two 
of the Congested Districts Board (Ireland) Act, 1901, and those 35 
sections shall apply accordingly, with the substitution of the Land 
Commission for the Congested Districts Board. 

(8.) Where the Land Commission, with the consent of the tenant, 
alter the area .of his holding or put him into possession of a new 
holding, the Commission may order that such charges, liabilities, ^0 
and equities as affect the tenant’s interest in his former holding 
shall either continue to affect that holding, or be transferred to 
his altered or new holding. 
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5.— (1.) The Land Commission may, if they think fit, fov the A.D. 1902. 
purpose of the foregoing provisions of this Act, declare that any Sub- 
person who, as a subtenant, is in the exclusive occupation of a 
parcel of land comprised in an estate purchased hy them, shall be divided 
5 deemed the tenant of that parcel, and that the parcel shall' be boidmgs. 
deemed a holding. 

(2.) The Land Commission may, if they think fit, redeem the 
interests (in this Part of this Act referred to as “ intervening 
interests ”) intervening between the owner of the estate and the 
10 person in such exclusive occupation as aforesaid, at a price which, 
in default of agreement within the prescribed time, shall be fixed 
by the Land Commission, and the redemption money shall be 
dealt with in like manner as if it were the purchase money of an 
estate : Provided that if the Land Commission certify that any 
15 intervening interest is of no appreciable value that interest shall 
he redeemed without payment of any price. 

(3.) The foregoing provisions of this section shall not apply 
where any intervening interest is an interest sufficient to constitute 
the owner thereof a person having powder to sell under the Land 
20 Purchase Acts. 

(4.) Where a holding comprised in any such estate is held by 
joint tenants or tenants in common, or is subdivided between two or 
more pei’sons, and the Land Commission are satisfied that such 
tenants or persons are in the exclusive occupation of separate 
25 portions thereof, the Commission may, if they think fit, for the 
purpose of the foregoing provisions of this Act, declare that any 
such tenant or person shall be deemed the tenant of the parcel of 
land in his exclusive occupation, and that such parcel shall be 
deemed a bolding, and may apportion the rent o£ the holding 
30 between such tenants or persons as the justice of the case may 
require. 

(5.) An y person aggrieved by any decision of the Land Commis- 
sion Vinder this section may appeal to a Judicial Commissioner, and 
any such appeals shall he subject to rules made in accordance with 
35 section twenty-nine of the Act of 1891. 

Q (1.) .There shall not be at any time, vested in the Land Limitniious 

Commission lands exceeding in tlie aggregate, according to the 
estimate of the Commission, as approved hy the Treasury, the capital of Land _ 
value of one million pounds in jnspect of -which undertakings to Commission. 
40 purchase parcels of land iiave not been received by the Commission. 
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(2.) The Land Commission shall not in any one year enter into 
agreements involving the expenditure on the purchase of congested 
estates of sums tvlnch tvould in the aggregate exceed by more than 
ten i>er cent, the aggregate sums for -wliicli the Commission 
estimate that those estates can be resold by them : Provided that, 5 
for the purposes of this enactment, any money which the Land 
Commission have expended or propose to expend on the improvement 
of those estates shall he deemed to be repayable in full out of the 
purchase money on resales and shall not he included in the estimate 
in calculating the ten per cent. j^q 

(3.) Eor the purposes of this section the acoeptauce by the Land 
dudge of an offer shall be deemed an agreement. 

7. — (1.) No estate shall be purchased by the Land Commission 
which is not in the main agricultural or pastoral in its character, 
or partly agricultural and partly pastoral, or which is within the I5 
limits of a town as defined by the Local Government (Ereland) 
Act, 1898. 

(2.) No laud situate in a congested districts county shall he 
purchased by the Land Commission, 

8. Where any person satisfies the Land Commission— 20 

(«) that he has, by himself or by his agent, or a receiver, 
been for not less than six years in receipt of the rents or 
profi.ts of any land, and that the interest in respect 
of which he claims is sufficient to constitute him a 
person having power to sell under the Laud Purchase ok 
A cts ; or 

ih) that he is in like manner in receipt of the rents or 
profits of any land as, or having the powers of, a tenant 
for life within the meaning of the Settled Lands Acts, 
1882 to 1890, whether there is or is not a trustee of the 3Q 
settlement for tlie purposes of those Acts, or whether the 
consent of such trustee (if any) lias or has not been 
obtained, , 

he may, if the Land Commission think fit, he dealt with as the 
owner of tlie land for the purposes of the foregoiag provisions of or 
this Act without any further investigation of liis title. 

9.-"(l.) An agreement for the purchase of any land hy the 
Land Commission shall specify a date {in this Act called “the 
closing day ), being not more than twelve months from the date 
of the agreement, and being the date as from which the purchase .m 
money will be distributable. 
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(2.) The Land Commission may, whore they agree to purchase 
any land, make a vesting order which shall he eSectnal to vest in 
the Commission the fee simple and inheritance of the land purchased, 
subject — 

5 («) to any public rights affecting the land ; and 

{h) to any interests of the tenants on the land, or of persons 
having claims upon those interests, and to any easements, 
rights, and appiu’tenauces mentioned in section thirty-four 
of the Act of 1896 ; 

10 but save as aforesaid discharged from all claims whether in 
respect of superior interests or incumbrances of all persons 
whomsoever who are interested in the land, and all such claims 
shall, as from the date of the vesting order, cease as against the 
land and attach to the purchase money in like manner as 
15 immediately before the date of the order they attached to the land. 

(3.) At any time not less than two months before making a vesting 
order under this section the Land Commission shall • p uhlisli the 
prescribed advertisements, and shall serve such notices as they may 
think necessary stating their intention to make the order and the 
20 effect thereof. 

(4.) A certified copy of the vesting order shall be transmitted 
to the registering authority under the Local E-egistration of Title 
(Ireland) Act, 1891, and the Land Commission shall thereupon 
be registered under that Act as the absolute owners of the land, 
25 discharged from all claims as herein-before provided. 

XO. (1.) The rents and profits of any laud purchased by the 

Land Commission, together with any interest under section thirty-five 
of the Act of 1896, and, subject to the provisions of that section, any 
arrears of rent due at the date of the purchase agreement, and not 
30 remitted hy the Commission on the land being vested in them, shall 
from the date of the agreement be paid to and he collected and 
recoverable hy the Commission in hke manner as if they were 
instalments of purchase annuities charged upon holdings. 

(2.) InterevSt on the purchase money at the rate Qifour per cent. 
35 per annum, shall be paid hy the Laud Commission to the person in 
receipt of the rents of the land at the date of the agreement, or such 
other pei‘son as may appear to the Land Commission to he entitled 
thereto, from the date of the agreement until the land is vested 
in the Commission : 


A.D. 1902. 
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Provided that if the land does not become vested in the Land 
Commission the foregoing provisions of this section shall cease to 
have effect as from the date on which the Commission certify that 
the sale can not be completed, and an account shall be rendered by 
the Commission as between the moneys received by them, and any 5 
interest paid by them under those provisions, and the balance (if any) 
certified by the Commission shall be paid by or to them accordingly. 

(3.) Section thirty-five of the Act of 1896 shall, subject to the 
provisions of this section, apply with the necessary modifications to 
the case of an agreement with, or undertaking given to, the Land 10 
Commission for the purchase of a holding. 

11 . — (1.) The National Debt Commissioners shall, as requested 
by the Land Commission, advance out of the Local Loans Fund 
in accordance with tho National Del)t and Local Loans Act, 1887, 
such sums as the Land Commission may certify to be required bv 15 
them for tlie purchase of estates and iintcnantrd land and the 
redemption of intervening interests: Provided that the total 
amount of the advances outstanding at any time shall not exceed 
three million pounds. 

(2.) Interest on the outstanding amount of those advances shall 20 
be paid half-yearly out of the estates account established under this 
ilct, at such rate as the Treasury may fix. 

(3.) The Land Commission may at any time repay to the National 
Debt Commissioners, out of the estates account, any portion of the 
amount so advanced. 25 

12. — (1.) The Treasury shall, as requested by the Land 
Commission, advance out of the reserve fund established under 
subsection (3) (6) of section five of the Act of 1891 (in this Part 
of this Act referred to as “ the reserve fund ”). such sums as the 
Land Commission may certify to he required for the benefit or 30 
improvement by them of estates and untenanted land. 

(2.) The Land Commission may at any time repay to the reserve 
fund, out of the estates account, any portion of xhe amount so 
advanced. 

13. — (1.) Por the purposes of this Part of this Act the Land 36 
Commission shall establish an estates account. 

(2.) The estates account shall be divided into a capital account 
and an income account ; hut any surplus on one account may be 
temporarily applied in aid of any deficiency on the other account. 

(3.) The estates account shall he in such form, a?id shall contain 40 
such entries and particulars, as the Treasury may prescribe.

(4i-) Tiie estates account shall be audited in such manner as the 
Treasury may preacrihe. 

The Land Commission shall keep an account, in such 
form and containing such particulars as the Treasury may prescribe, 

6 with respect to each estate purchased hy them under this Part ol 

this Act. , , 1 nil • 

(2.) WhciL the whole of an. estate has been sold or otherwise 

disposed of, and the account has been closed, then— 

(a) if a profit appears on the whole transaction, the amount of 
10 the profit shall he added to the capital account of the estates 
account for the improvement of estates and untenanted land ; 

(&) if a loss appears on the xohole transaction, the amount thereof 
shall he paid to the estates account out of moneys provided hy 
15 J?arliament. 

No fee shall he payable in the Local_ Registration of 
Title Office on the registration of the ownership of any land stamp duty, 
purchased hy the Land' Commission, or for any land certidoate 
issued to the Commission or any purchaser from them. 

20 (2.) No stamp duty shall he payable on any purchase of land 

hy the Land Commission. 

TQ _n t 'Where a public company with whose constitution the 
Land Commission arc satisfied (in this Act referred to as a “ public 
company ”) purchase an estate for the purpose of reselling the same 
26 to tenants, the company may, subject to the approwal of the Land 
Commission, to he giyen in such oases and manner as may bo 
prescribed, exercise any of tbe powers for facilitatmg resales of 
laud conferred ou the Congested Districts Board hy sections one 
and two of the Congested Districts Board (Ireland) Act, IJOl, ana 
30 those sections shall apply according^ with the substitution or the 
public company for the Congested Districts Board. 

(2 ) Where a public company make an oiler to the Land .Tndge 
for the purchase of an estate for the purpose of ^ 

same to tenants, the prorisions of section forty of th^D Act of 1896 
nr, shall he suspended, and shall not have effect in the case of that 
“ estate until or unless the offer is refused hy the Land Judge or is 
withdraivn, it the Laud Judge, haying regard to the interest of aU 
persons interested in tbe estate, so orders. 

17 —(1 ) The powers and duties o!; the Land Commission 
40 under tire foregoing proyisions of this Act shall he exercised and 
performed oxolusiyely hy two Commissioners (m -this Act refen-ed 
[142.] B 
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A.I^902. to as " tile Estates Commissioners ”), to be nominated by the Lord 
Lieutenant : Provided that any question of law may be referred 

for the decision of a Judicial Commissioner. 

(2.) Por the purpose pf assisting the. Estates Commissioners in 
carrying the aforesaid provisions into effect the Land Commission 
may nominate such officers of the Commission, and the Estates 
Commissioners may, with the consent of the Treasury as to number 
and remuneration, appoint or employ such. other persons as may bo 
necessary. 

(3.) Such offioex's and other persons shall pei’form such duties as 
may be assigned to them by the Estates Commissioners. 

(4.) The Estates Commissioners may, subject to the apnroval 
of a Judicial Commissioner, make rules for carrying into effect the 
foregoing provisions of this Act, and those rules shall among other 
things provide for the making of such investigations and the 
performance of such other duties by the aforesaid officers and 
persons as may he requisite and practicable, with a view to limiting 
the costs and expenses of persons applying to the Land Commis°- 
sion to purchase land in pursuance of those provisions, and the 
expression “ prescribed ” in those provisions means, unless the 
context otherwise requires, prescribed by those rules, 

(o.) Periodical reports of the jn'oceedings of the Estates Com- 
missioners under the foregoing provisions of this Act shall be made 
by them, in such form and at such times as the Treasury may 
prescribe, and shall be laid before Parliament as soon as may be 
after they are made. 


Purchase Money of Estates. 

Disiribuii™ 18 — (1.) Where land is rested in the Land Commission 
order made hy them under this Fart of this Act, 
the Commission shall, subject to the provisions of this section, 
pay interest on so much of the purchase money as is for the 
time being unpaid, at the rate of four 'pounds per cent, per annum, 
Irom the date of the order until the whole of the purchase money 
is paid, to the person in receipt of the rents of the land at the date 
of the agreement, or such other person as may appear to the Com- 
mission to he entitled thereto, and, as soon as practioahle after 
the closing day, shall, subject as aforesaid, pay or distribute the 
purchase money to the persons entitled thereto whose claims upon 
that money have been asoertained, and for the purpose of such 
distribution may, if it appears to them necessary, ascertain in the 
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prescribed manner the amount or value of any such claim, and 
discharge, redeem, or satisfy the same out of the said money ; 

Provided that — 

(a) the owner of any superior interest or incumbrance may 
5 at any time apply to the Land Commission for an order 

that payment in respect of the ajinual income of his claim 
be made to him out of the interest on the purchase money, 
and in such case the Commission, if they are satisfied that 
the justice of the case so requires, may make the order 
XO accordingly, and 

(i) the Land Commission may, at any time before the closing 
day, discharge, redeem, or satisfy out of the pnreirase 
money, the amon’nt or value of any claim whether of the 
vendor, or an incumbrancer, or the owner of a superior 
interest, if they are satisfied that the same can b'e effected 
without injustice to any person. 

(2.) The Land Commission shall retain such portion of the purchase 
money of the estate as, for the time being, represents, in the 
opinion of the Commission, the value of the part (if any) of the 
20 estate in respect of which undertakings to purchase parcels of land 
have not been received by them, and shall, subject to the provisions 
of this section, pay to the person entitled to receive the same, 
interest, at the rate otfour per cent, per annum, on so much of the 
purchase money as for the time being remains unpaid in pursuance 
25 of this subsection. - 

(3.) After the vesting order has been made, no proceedings shall 
he taken, without leave of the Land Commission, in respect of any 
claim agaii'ist the purchase money, or the income thereof: 

(4.) The Land Commission shall cause' their officers to make 
30 such investigations and perform such otlier duties as may be 
requisite and practicable for the purpose of distributing the 
purchase money, and such distribution shall, to such extent as 
may be sanctioned hy the Treasury, be made without charge to 
the persons entitled to the purchase money. 

35 (5.) The Land Commission shall have, and may, without 

application being made to them, exercise, for the purpose of facili- 
tating the completion of sales under this Act, all the powers in that 
behalf conferred on them by the Land Purchase Acts in the case 
of sales from landlords to tenants. 

40 (6.) If on the closing day the title of any person making a 

claim upon the purchase money, whether as vendor, or iucumbrancer, 
[142.] ‘ B 2 
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A.D. or OTvner of a superior interest, is not established, then, until his 

title is established, interest in respect of the claim shall not be 
payable at a higher rate than the rate payable by the Land 
Commission to the hfational Debt Commissioners in respect of 
oiTtstandiag advances. 6 

Bor the purpose of this enactment interest shall be calculated 
on the redemption price of a superior interest. 

(7.) If any person interested in the purchase money, by himself, 
or any agent or solicitor, is guilty of any delay in taking any step 
in the proceedings for the ascertainment of claims irhich it is his 10 
duty to take, or which he has been ordered to take, and such 
delay is, in the opinion of the Land Commission, inexcusable, the 
Commission may by Order deprive him of the whole or any 
part of the interest to which he would have been entitled under 
the foregoing provisions of this section. 16 

(8.) Section nineteen of the Act of 1891, (relating to the appli- 
cation and investment of purchase money,) shall apply in the case 
of land sold to the Land Commission as it applies in the case of 
land comprised in a holding sold to a tenant.

19. As respects advances under the Land Purchase Acts for 
purchases by any persons other than tlie Land Commission, in 
pmsuance of agreements made after the commencement of this 
Act, tbe following provisions shall have effect ; — 

(a.) Every advance shall be made by means of money and not of 25 
guaranteed land stock, and guaranteed land stock shall cease 
to be issued, and everything which under the said Acts might 
have been done by means of a transfer or issue of guaranteed 
land stock may be done by tbe payment of a sum of money 
eanal to the nominal amount of that stock. 30 

(?n) The sums required by the Land Commission for advances 
shall be advanced to them by the National Debt Commissioners, 
out of the Local Loans Pund, in accordance with the National 
Debt and Local Loans Act, 1887. 

(c.) The Land Commission shall pay out of the Land Purchase 
Account to the National Debt Commissioners an amount equal 
to the aggregate of the current half-yearly instalments of 
the purchase annuities on all the advances, and the National 
Debt Commissioners shall, in the manner prescribed by the 
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Treasury, aseertain the portion of such payments which repre- 
sents repayment of capital, and shall accumulate the same for 
the jiurposo of discharging the said adrances. 

(e.) The advance shall he repaid by an annuity of three pounds 
0 fifteen shillings for every hundred pounds of the advance, and 
so in proportion for any less sum, and shall be paid untd the 
whole advance is ascertained, in the manner prescribed by the 
Treasury, to have been repaid.
